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Sir: 

In response to the restriction/election requirement mailed on 
January 14, 2003, applicants hereby elect the Group I device claims 1-8, without 
traverse. In addition, applicants elect the Species A1 , B1 , C1 0, D1 . Regarding this, 
it is noted that claims 1-5 and 7 read on the elected species which represents a 
single layer oxide with a polysilicon gate electrode and an insulating film which does 
not contain metal. It is further noted that at least claims 1-4 are generic to all of the 
listed species. It is further noted that claims 5 and 7 are sub-generic inasmuch as 
claim 5 includes a gate insulating film being formed of oxide (the elected species) or 
other materials from the non-elected species, while claim 7 includes the elected 
species of the source and drain region not containing metal (the elected species) or, 
alternatively, containing metal. As such, upon allowance of any of claims 1-5 or 7, it 
is respectfully requested that the other claims 6 and 7 of the elected Group I be 
allowed.
